Hosic 
said: 


Address of Mr. Hosic. 
‘There seems to be no sensible j 
excuse for the closing of the school 
building except for a few 
hours 
in 
the middle of the day on five days in 
the week, for this building is often 
the best public building in the com­ 
munity,” said Dr. Hosic. 
“I look for­ 
ward to the time when adult educa­ 
tion and the opportunity for social 
recreation will be quite as commonly 
associated with the 
public 
school 
building as the education 
of 
little 
children themselves. 
“In that day it is to be hoped that 
the conditions for the instruction of 
the children will be vastly improved. 
One of the first steps to take to bring 
this about is to make certain that 
teachers are not overwhelmed with 
classes. 
“The present school course is al­ 
most wholly traditional. 
It is hand­ 
ed down from generation to genera­ 
tion, each k'iporintendent putting in 
a few changes u accordance with his 
individual experience. 
There Is need 
of finding out 
precisely 
what 
we 
ought to teach and how we ought to 
teach it. 
\ “I propose three 
definite 
aims: 
Culture, efficiency 
and 
service. 
In 
these will be found to be wrapped up 
all those desirable results which we 
strive for. 
“By culture we mean 
not 
merely 
good manners, 
skill 
in 
conducting 
one’s self in a lady’s parlor, nor even 
knowledge of the ancient classics. As 
the counterpart of efficiency, culture 
means the 
power to appreciate any­ 
thing that is good and true and beau­ 
tiful wherever it may ho 
found 
in 
one’s entire environment. 
In short, 
there is no activity of man to which 
the man of culture is not intelligently 
sympathetic. 
He 
understands 
its 
worth and is stirred by it. 
What Efficiency Means. 
“Efficiency is nothing more nor less 
than doing well whatever it becomes 
your duty or your privilege to do. 
It 
is more than mere skill in perform­ 
ing some single task. 
It is an ideal 
of conduct and a habit 
of 
control 
which asserts itself in every situa­ 
tion in which tho 
individual 
finds 
himself. 
“It has been pointed cut 
of 
late 
that our schools are signally failing 
to produce efficiency, and the charge 
is made that we are not thorough, that 
we do not drill. If the statement has 
truth in it, the remedy is to be found 
not merely by drill, but rather by a 
change of point of view. 
It is re­ 
garded as quite 
as 
important 
to 
know the name of some 
cape 
off 
South America as to know the char­ 
acteristics of a m a n u fa ctu rin g cen­ 
ter like M in n eap olis. 
T o secure ef­ 
ficiency we must determine what is 
of chief importance in 
giving 
real 
matsery. This means, in other words, 
that efficiency is to come first of all 
through 
a 
reorganization 
of 
the 
course of study.” 
“Our last word is service. 
This it 
is which can give point and purpose 
to both culture and efficiency. 
It is 
through service that the school is to 
find 
its 
true 
mission. 
Indeed, the 
school is to be looked upon as itself 
a society, not a getting ready to live, 
but actually life in the present.

procured a

She was taken to 
police headquarters and later lodged 
in jail to await her preliminary hear­ 
ing.

troops were the main offenders in fir­ 
ing across the border in the battle at 
Agua Frieta, according to the report 
received from Major General Funston 
at the war office today. He said that 
both Calles and 
Villa 
did all they 
could to prevent the injury of Amer­ 
ican lives and property. 
“I could not, in fairness, have open­ 
ed fire on Villa 
without 
treating 
Calles the same,” said Funston. 
Funston’s report of last night de 
scribed conditions as

The New’ Universities Dictionary 
being offered to the renders of this 
paper, contains a supplem entary dic­ 
tionary, giving an exhaustive list of 
such terms, and defines them so fully 
and clearly that anyone after a little 
study w’ould be able to read under­ 
standingly the most difficult of the 
Sporting E ditor’s passages. 
The study of this list will be found 
no! only entertaining, but instructive, 
as many of the w’ords treated therein 
have been borrowed by w riters in the 
general field of 
literature 
seeking 
new and effective m eans of expression 
and their use outside of the baseball 
column in the new spaper has come to 
be regarded as both proper and in 
good taste. 
The expression “hugging the base,” 
for instance, in 
baseball 
parlance, 
m eans th a t a runner is keeping close 
to a base, fearing a surprise play; it 
also aptly conveys the idea of a cau­ 
tious attitude in any one of a num ber 
of situations that can easily be im­ 
agined.

“We in Missouri,” said she, “are 
not to be left in the rear in commu- 
j nity celebrations of the tercentenary. 
; We already have a dramatic-epic poem 
by our own Psychologist, critic and 
poet, Mr. Benton Jacques Snide, of St. 
Louis. 
This poem abounds in vivid 
imagery 
and 
exquisite lyric strains 
and is easily adapted to a lecture re­ 
cital with musical illustrations or to 
I dramatic dialogue. 
The composition 
of the music is in the hands of one 
I of our St. Louis composers. 
Present Shakespeare’s Work. 
“Tile plan is to 
present 
Shakes­ 
peare’s entire work in the action of a 
I poem. 
The Shakespearean world is

Shakespearopolis, which rises in the 
center of the magic isle of Prospero, 
well known as the scene of the poet's

The trench, which has 
become a 
chief feature of the present war and 
is commonly regarded 
as 
a strictly 
modern method, along with the air­ 
ship and submarines, is really one of 
the oldest inventions of 
war in an­ 
cient times. The prophecy of Christ 
against Jerusalem was: “The enemy 
shall dig a trench about thee.'* This 
was the most effective mode of war­ 
fare in those days, when stones, ar­ 
rows and 
missiles 
of various sorts 
the chief elements in both attack and 
defense. 
Later, 
when 
hand-to-hand 
fighting 
with 
spears, 
axes, 
broad­ 
swords, bayonets and small arm s be­ 
came of greater advantage Guin mis­ 
sile-firing boows and catapults, 
the 
trenches ceased to be useful. 
But the vast improvement in can­ 
non and machine guns 
has made a 
return to 
trench 
fighting necessary 
for the protection 
of 
the 
soldiers 
against wholesale slaughter 
Under 
present conditions a battle like that 
of W agram would be 
simple annihi­ 
lation of the armies engaged. 
There 
90,000 men on each side were opposed 
on a perfectly level and 
open field, 
without shelter of any sort. At first 
the battle was equal, as might have 
been expected. 
But 
Napoleon won 
over Archduke 
Charles, of Austria, 
by adopting tactics utterly unknown 
previously in history, 
and which re­ 
ally inaugurated the methods of the 
present war. 
He advanced his can­ 
non in a charge against 
the center 
of the Austrians and they broke and 
fled. The same tactics are being used 
on both sides in tile present war. 
It 
is an 
interesting 
question whether 
the development 
of 
aerial 
warfare 
will make trenches 
untenable; and, 
if so, what development of defensive 
methods will take their place.
